Peter B, MeNally, the Boston chams-
plon long-disthnee swimmer and life
maver, will aall for England in Mnay
and after gevernl weeks of hard traln-
ing he will attempt 1o swim ncros= the
English channel from Dover to Calals,
a distance of twenty-one nnutieal mile
or twenty-six statute miles, Thiz swim
has necomplished by only two
persons, the late Captalin Webb, who
loet his life in n foolhardy attempt to
swim the Niagara raplds, and Captain
Paul Boynton, whocrossed In an inflnted
rubiber sult. Hundreds of expert swim-
mers hive unsucoegefully tried to make
passnge across the channel waters, but
this foel not to e at all
discouraging to MeNally., He is conll-
dent that he can accomnlish the trip,
und thoee of his friends who are acs
nualnted with his abillties as a =wim-

MeNally wag born In Boston 02 years
He has been an expert swimmer
since early childhood, and when only 7
years ol age mades o rescue from
drowning.
